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MARKET  REVIEW 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Aug.  23,  1973,  declared  additional 
deficits  in  the  1973  sugar  quotas  totaling  79,464  short  tons,  raw  value  of 
sugar,  consisting  of  45,000  tons  for  Puerto  Rico  and  34,464  tons  for 
Venezuela.     The  action  also  reduced  deficits  previously  declared  for  Panama 
and  Haiti  by  2,500  and  295  short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively.      The  net 
deficits  so  determined  were  allocated  to  foreign  countries  —  18,807  tons  to  the 
Republic  of  the  Philippines,  their  share  of  the  Section  202  deficits,  and 
the  balance  prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere  quota  countries  in  accordance 
with  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act.     The  press  release  accompanying  this 
action,  together  with  the  revised  quotas  are  shown  herein  beginning  on  Page  6. 

Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  during  1973  continue  to  compare 
well  with  last  year's  pace  although  distribution  during  the  first  half  of 
August  was  a  little  below  that  of  the  preceding  year.     According  to  preliminary 
reports,  distribution  through  Aug.  18,  1973  totaled  7,188,000  short  tons, 
raw  value.    This  compares  with  7,105,000  tons  and  6,869,000  tons , respectively , 
distributed  during  the  same  periods  of  1972  and  1971.     Constructive  deliveries, 
i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered 
in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year,  amounted  to  130,000  tons  in 
1972,  88,000  tons  in  1971  and  161,000  tons  in  1970.      Accordingly,  physical 
deliveries  through  Aug.  18,  1973,  totaled  7,318,000  tons  compared  with 
7,193,000  tons  and  7,030,000  tons,  respectively,  physically  delivered  during 
those  periods  of  1972  and  1971.    Deliveries  by  cane  sugar  refiners  were 
55,000  tons  less  during  the  1973  period  than  in  the  comparable  period  of  1972 
while  beet  sugar  processors  delivered  188,000  tons  more. 

Regional  departures  from  the  national  trend  of  distribution  were  not 
great.     Through  June  1973,  deliveries  in  the  Ndrth  Central  region  were  up 
4.5  percent  over  those  of  the  first  six  months  of  1972  but  to  the  four  other 
regions  distribution  declined  from  0.1  to  1.7  percent. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors 
on  July  28,  1973,  totaled  1,970,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.     This  was  321,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  62,000 
tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.     Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined 
sugar  were  reported  as  921,000  tons,  down  8,000  tons  from  the  end  of  June  and 
down  129,000  tons  from  the  end  of  July  last  year.     Beet  processors'  reported 
stocks  of  770,000  tons  of  sugar  on  hand  July  28,  down  226,000  tons  from  the 
end  of  June  and  down  53,000  tons  from  the  end  of  July  last  year. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board,  based  on  Aug.  1,  1973  con- 
ditions, forecast  a  1973  crop  of  sugarbeets  of  24.7  million  tons,  13  percent 
less  than  the  28.4  million  tons  produced  in  1972.     The  decline  in  production 
was  based  on  a  lower  estimated  yield  of  sugarbeets  per  acre — 19.8  tons  in 
1973  compared  with  21.3  tons  in  1972 — and  a  six  percent  decline  in  acreage 
for  harvest  in  19  73. 

The  report  stated  that  weather  conditions  during.,  July  generally  favored 
growth  and  development  of  sugarbeets  throughout  most  of  the  country  although 
late  planting  and  a  cool  moist  spring  kept  development  of  the  Colorado  crop 
behind  last  year.     Stands  were  reported    as  poor  in  northeast  Colorado,  the 
main  producing  area  of  the  state  but  the  crop  was  reported  as  in  good  condi- 
tion in  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Wyoming,  California  and  North  Dakota. 

Harvesting  of  fall  planted  beets  in  Arizona  and  the  Imperial  Valley  of 
California  was  near  completion,  the  report  stated,  while  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  harvesting  was  expected  to  begin  during  the  first  week  of  August. 
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Sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  in  the  Mainland    Cane  area 
(Louisiana  and  Florida)  is  forecast  at  17.8  million    tons,      two      percent  less 
than  the  18.2  million    tons  produced  last  year.      While      acreage  for  harvest 
in  1973  is  forecast  as  five  percent  above  that  of  1972,    yield  per  acre  is 
expected  to  decline  seven  percent  from  31.0  tons  in  1972  to  28.9  in  1973,  re- 
sulting in  a  smaller  total  production.     The  report  stated  the  Louisiana  crop 
suffered  from  lack  of  moisture  early  in  the  season  but  mid- July  moisture  re- 
ceived in  most  areas  has  resulted  in  rapid  growth.     Growing  conditions  in 
Florida  were  reported  as  good    although  this  year's  crop  has  been  affected  by 
last  .    year's  late  harvest  arid  cold  winter  weather. 

The  Texas  crop  is  reported  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  having  enjoyed 
above  average  rainfall  during  the  summer  while  in  Hawaii  moisture  has  been 
adequate  for  the  crop,  except  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Island  of  Hawaii. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Aug.  4,  1973  totaled 
725,519  short  tons  96°  basis,     compared  with  694,420  tons    produced  through 
Aug.  5,  1972  and  779,335  tons  produced  through  Aug.   7,  1971. 

During  the  period  under  review,     interested    sellers     in    several  of  the 
pricing  regions  announced  increased  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold 
at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper  bags — the  basis  pack — and  in  bulk  effective 
during  the  month  of  August. 

A  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  the  New  England  portion  of  the 
Northeast  region,  price  quotations  for  industrial  sugars  would  be  increased 
.34  cent  per  pound  effective  close  of  business  July  31,  1973.     This  would  increase 
the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  bags  from  13.76  cents  to 
14.10  cents  per  pound.  In  the  remainder  of  the  Northeast  (New  York-Philadelphia 
and  Baltimore-Washington  areas)  price  quotations  were  increased  .26  cent  per 
pound  from  14.24  cents  to  14.50  cents.     The  same  refiner  also  announced  in- 
creases of  .26  cent  per  pound  for  industrial  products  sold  in  the  Southeast, 
Mid-Central  and  Western  Ohio-Lower  Michigan  regions.     In  the  Gulf  and  Chicago- 
West  regions  price  quotations  for  industrial  products  were  increased  .36  cent 
per  pound. 

Another  cane  sugar  refiner  in  the  Northeast  announced      increases  in 
wholesale  price  quotations  for  industrial  sugars  of  .24  cent  per  pound  in  the 
New  York-Philadelphia  and  Baltimore-Washington  regions  and  .26  cent  per  pound 
in  the  New  England  region. 

On  Aug.  16,  1973,  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced    that      because  of 
the  extreme  flood  of  orders,  until  the  firm  can  review  its  (supply)  position, 
it  is  accepting  no  new  business.     On  Aug.  20,  1973,  another  beet 

sugar  processor  announced  that  as  a  result  of  the  drastic  disruption  of  the 
sugar  market  brought  on  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council  Regulations  applicable 
to  food,  it  is  no  longer  able  to  offer  sugar  for  sale  in  the  Southwest 
and  Chicago-West  regions  until  such  time  as  new  supplies  become  available. 

Economic  Stabilization  Program,  Phase  IV,  Stage  A,  which  became  effective 
July  18,  1973,     permits  prices  for  foods  other  than  beef  to  be  increased  only 
to  reflect  dollar-for-dollar  raw  agricultural  cost  increases     incurred  since 
June  8,  1973. 
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Under  this  provision  cane  sugar  refiners  are  permitted  to  pass  on  in 
their  prices  for  refined  sugar  the  dollar-f or-dollar  increases  in    raw  sugar 
prices  they  have  had  to  pay  since  June  8,  1973.       Sugarbeet  processors  have  been 
unable  to  raise  the  price    of  beet    sugar  since  June  8    because  they  purchase 
sugarbeets  from  producers  on    the    basis  of    participating    contracts  which 
give  the  grower  a  share  of  net  returns    received  from  the  beet  sugar. 
As    a    result,    beet    processors    have       been        unable      to  show  an 
increase  in  the  cost  of  sugarbeets  in  order  to  justify  an    increase    in  the 
wholesale  price  of  refined  sugar.-    In  regions  where  cane    and    beet  sugar  are 
highly  competitive,  this  has  encouraged  cost  conscious  users    to  purchase 
the  lower  priced  beet  sugar,  resulting  in  a  more  rapid  drawdown  of  beet  sugar 
stocks.     Sellers  of  beet  sugar  are  understandably  not  offering  sugar  to  new 
customers  in  these  regions  in  an  effort    to    maintain      adequate  supplies  for 
their  regular  customers.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
^    bags  during  July  was  14.92  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.84  cents  in  June  and 
13.86  in  July  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of  7.6  percent  during  the  12-month 
^period. 

*  The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 

as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange 
j    (No.  10  Contract),  averaged  10.25  cents  per  pound  during  July,  unchanged  from 
a  month  earlier  but  up  from  9.17  cents  during  July  of  last  year,  an  increase 
of  11.8  percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

The  spot  quotation  exhibited  considerable  strength  during  July,  rising 
^ f rom  10.00  cents  per  pound  on  July  2  and  3  to  10.65  cents  on  July  31.  During 
August  the  quotation  has  continued  steadily  stronger,  starting  the  month 
at  10.70  cents,  rising  to  10.75  cents  on  Aug.  10  and  to  10.80  cents  per  pound 
on  Aug.  24.  For  the  period  Aug.  1-24,  the  quotation  averaged  10.73  cents 
compared  with  9.32  cents  per  pound  during  that  period  of  last  year. 
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The  quotation  for  World  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil, 
averaged  9.86  cents  per  pound  during  July,  the  highest  monthly  average  since 
January  1964  when  it  was  10.64  cents.     In  June  of  1973  the  spot  quotation 
averaged  9.77  cents  and  in  July  of  last  year  5.58  cents  per  pound. 

The  price       quotation"   for    World    sugar      has      eased    some  during  August. 
On  Aug.  1  the  price  was  at  9.95  cents,     declined  to  9.85    cents  on  Aug.  2-3, 
increased  to  9.95  cents  on  Aug.  6,     after  which  the  quotation  followed  a  gen- 
erally declining  trend,  falling  to  8.55  cents  per  pound  on. Aug.  21.    On  Aug.  22 
the  price  rose  to  8.60,     to  8.85  cents    on  Aug.  23    and    to  9.00  cents  per 
pound  on  Aug.  24.    For    the  period  Aug.  1-24    the  quotation  averaged  9.32  cents 
compared  with  5.98  cents  per  pound  during  that  period  of  1972. 

^ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1973  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION  AND  ALLOCATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1973  SUGAR  DEFICITS 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  23,  1973  declared 
additional  deficits  in  1973  sugar  quotas  totalling  79,464  short  tons,  raw 
value,  of  sugar,  consisting  of  45,000  tons  from  Puerto  Rico  and  34,464  tons 
for  Venezuela. 

The  action  also  reduces  deficits  previously  declared  for  Panama  and 
Haiti  by  2,500  and  295  short  tons,  raw  value,  respectively. 

The  net  deficits  determined    were    allocated    to    foreign  countries  by 
assigning  18,807  tons  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines,  their  share  of  the 
Section  202  deficits,  and  prorating  the  balance  to  Western  Hemisphere  quota 
countries  in  accordance  with  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  Department  is  required,  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act, 
to  periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not  less 
frequently  than  60-day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to 
fulfill  its  quota  obligations. 

The  action  taken  today  was  based  on  the  latest  information  available  to 
the  Department  from  representatives    of  the  producing  areas  supplying  1973 
quota  sugar. 

Deficit  prorations,  together  with  revised  quotas,  are  shown  in  the  table  on 
Page    7 .

STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.     July  1973  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  consumption  1,043,000  short 
tons,  raw  value  (preliminary),  up  51,000  tons  from  July  1972.  January- 
July  1973  deliveries  6,538,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  up  110,000  tons 
from  January-July  1972.     Final  data  for  June  1973  deliveries  1,058,000 
short  tons,  raw  value  —  previously  published  preliminary  1,028,000  tons. 


2.     Primary         distributors'  stocks  July  28,  1973  were  1,970,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),     down  62,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and  down  321,000 
tons  from  June  30,  1973.     During  July  refiners'  stocks  decreased  8,000 
tons,  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased  89,000  tons,  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  226,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct  consumption  stocks 
increased  about  2,000  tons. 


3.     Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  July  31,  1973  were  6,635,851  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  4,864,766  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
11,500,000  ton  total. 


4.     Regionally,  January-June  deliveries,  1973  as  compared  with  1972  were  down 
in  four  of  the  five  geographical  regions — Increase    North  Central  region  4.5 
percent — decreases  New  England  1.7  percent,  South  1.3  percent,  West  0.2 
percent  and  mid-Atlantic  0.1  percent. 


5.     Through  August  11,  1973  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate  (for  consumption 
at  retail),  candy  and  confectionery  totaled  77.4  million  pounds  or  about 
62  percent  of  the  9-month  quota  through  September  30  and  44  percent  of  the 
1973  calendar    year  quota.
